The Westminster Gazette says it is 
almost certain that Justin McCarthy 
will not resume the leadership of the 
Irish party in parliament after the re- 
assembling of that body.

Wbat Will the President Do With the Ai 
menlan Resohitions Recently 
Adopted by Congress. 

Washington', Jan. 30. — A member of 
the cabinet, Mhen asked what he thought 
President Cleveland would do with the 
Armenian resolutions, said: "I have 
not heard the question discussed, but 1 
am inclined to think the President will 
send them to the European jiowers 
through ,tbo state department, as to do 
otherwise would be "an affront to con^ 
gress. Russia or Great Britain may be 
glad to know that we deprecate the Ar- 
menian massacres, but. in my opinion, 
it will not influence their future action 
in the slightest." 

A leading member of the foreign com- 
mittee says: " I don't think the re.solu- 
tfons will have any effect whatever. The 
Porte cares nothing for resolutions. lie 
can beat us and the rest of the world at 
any time with jiajKir diploniaey. The 
Turk is a good deal like our Indians were 
twenty-live years ago. The only argu- 
ment they understood was bullets, with 
soldiers who knew how to use them. If 
we. send a lleet to Coustantinopio tli 
Turks can understand that. If we go in 
with EuBsia or England to jiut a stop to 
the massacriBS, they will know what that 
meana.;. j^ut so long as we confine om 
selves to resolutions, and think ^we hav 
done our duty when we send memorials, 
the.Forte quietly laughs at us, and tlic 
massacres go one,"

OUfi FRUIT GROWERS. 

Important Convention at Westminster- 
Formation of a Co-operative Ship- 
ping Association. 

New Westminster, Jan. 30.— (Special) 
— A large number of delegates rejiresent- 
inp the Fruit Growers' Association of 
Britiali Columbia were welcomed by the 
Sluyor, council and citizens to-day, and 
shortly after 10 o'clock proceeded to 
buainesa. The committee appointed at 
the last meeting of the Fruit Growers' 
Association todraw up a tangible scheme 
for forming a comprehensive co-oper- 
ative shipping association reported, and 
with few amendments their draft was 
accepted. A B.C. fruit exchange, lim- 
ited liability, is to be formed and 
registered under the industrial and 
provident society net of IK'.ll, with a 
capital Block of $5,000 with power to in- 
crease. The shures are to bo of $10 each ; 
no meiiibBr is to hold stock exceeding 
.^100. JCvery shipper is to be a share- 
holder anil a member of the local organi- 
y.ation. 

The following otlieers were elected for 
three months: President, G. W. Henry; 
vice-president,.!. Howe Bent; sec. -treas- 
urer, A. H. B. Macgowan ; committee, E. 
Hutcherson, Ladiiers; T. A. Sharpe, 
Agaasiz ; T. G. Earl, Lytton; A. S. 
Vedder, Ghilliwack ; W. J. Moggridge, 
Hall's Prairie ; J. A. Wren,.Mi88ion. 

President Henry addressed the meet- 
ing at length, pointing out many bene- 
lits resulting from assooiation. 

Jlr. T. G. Earl handed in the report 
of the committee on transjjortalion, 
which disclosed information of great 
importance to the association. A com- 
mittee of five was appointed to bring 
the subject of transportation promin- 
ently before the C.P.H. 

The address of 51 r. Baker on frnit 
packing was full of valuable pointers 
and was highly appreciated. 

In the afternoon notice was given of a 
resoliiiion to reduce the annual fee from 
$2 to $1 ; also to dismiss all directors who 
had not paid their fees. It was suggest- 
ed to ask the legislature to pass an act 
defining the standard size boxes for ap- 
ples, etc. 

One of the most learned and instruc- 
tive papers on experiment work wab 
presented by Prof. Shari), of Agassiz. 

In the evening a long discussion fol- 
lowed the able address of Mr. K. M. 
I'almer, of Victoria, on insect and fun- 
gus diseases. The addresses of A. tHil- 
sen, Victoria; 10. Ihitcherson, Ladner's ; 
and G. Hawden, of Duncan, on ''Buying 
trees " were also highly instructive and 
called forth instructive arguments. 



IMPORTANT EXPERIMENTS. 

Further Interesting Discoveries Regarding 
the Utilization of Photography 
in Surgery. 

Beklik, Jan. 30.— The Minister of 
War has just completed a series of suc- 
cessful experiments with the discovery 
of Prof. Routgeu, of Vienna, of a new 
method of applying photography to sur- 
gery and medicine, with a view of niak 
ing use of it in war surgery. 

New York, Jan. 30.— Professor A. W 
Wright, who occupies the chair of ex 
periraental physician at Yale university 
and is in charge of the Sloan jjhysical 
laboratory, has, according to the iC\ ening 
I'oHt'H New Haven corrosi)ondeiit, made 
su\;oeHat"ul experiments recently in plioto 
gr;i]>hing subjects behind opaque bodies 
by tlu* agency of cathode rays, in which 
Profes.sor Kontgeii, of Wurtcmiburg, 
Geriiiiiiiy, has been reported to have 
achieveti such remarkable results. Pro 
feasor Wright used in his experiments a 
lube in which the exhaustion is carried 
to HO high a jjoint that the tension of the 
gas li^lt in the tni)e is measured by a few 
milliontha of ordinary atmospheric 
pressure. The discliarge from the 
negative electrode of the tube g^ves the 
cathode rays which are almost non' 
luminous. 



COMMERCIAL BANK. 

Seventy Cents on the Dollar Realized Out 
of the Estate. 

Wi.NNiriHi, Jan. 80. — (Special) — The 
otlieers of the Commercial Bank were 
before tlie courts here to day, when the 
salaries of liquidators up to July 31 were 
fixed. Mr. Culver stated to the court 
that many shareholders were seriously 
thinking of forming a company to take 
over tho assets of the bank and pay off 
the present indebtedness. The prineii>al 
part of the work of winding up was real- 
izing on the real estate and" collecting 
luopeyH, and it was thought that this 
conld be done much more cheaply by 
ein|jloyiiig a competent man to do the 
work. Jlr. I'liippen applied to the court 
on behalf of the liquidators for leave to 
pay over a further dividend of ten per 
cent., making altogether seventy cents 
on the dollar. It will require $50,000 to 
do tliifi, but when the next call ia made 
it will only take $30,000 to pay' all the 
creditors in full. •

Cbnaideratioa.df Proposed Beductious 
—Amendments to the iSchool 

Act Snersreated. 



DR. WOOD'S 



Sines the ;i])))ointnieiit o£ 3Ir. J[. T. 
Dniku an echool iitteiulance oilicer, the 
board of trustees have found themsolvea 
confronted by an excuse for non-attend- 
ance which the}' little anticipated. In 
not one but half a dozen cases where 
children of school age are reported 
among the absentees, the explanation is 
forthcoming that the circumstances of 
the parents prevent the purcliase of the 
necessary books. A fresh case of this 
kind was reported in a letter from jVIisa 
M. A. Itichardson, one of the stall" of tlio 
South Park school, to which the board of 
trustees gave consideration iit tlieir 
meeting in Secretary Williams' office 
yesterday. The teacher in this com- 
munication told of how two children in 
her charge had been sent home for 
books, which their parents could not 



provide, and how apon calling to invcsti 
gate she found the family absolutely 
ceatitnte. 

The mcinbers of the board were (|uite 
a;4rced that it was a hardHhij) that child- 
ren sboukl be debarred from reueiving 
the advanta<j;es of education through the 
poverty of parents, and a motion was 
unuie to refer iMisn Hichardaon's com- 
munication, with the cases iireviotislv 
roj)oi-ted by Mr. Drake, to the siippfy 
committee for action. The books ro- 
<iuired by the two pupils in Miss 
Kichardson's division would cost, it 
was explained, about $7, tliouRh very 
possibly second-hand books could be 
obtained for less, tliat would answer 
quite as well— if indeed they could not 
be secured as a donation. 

The Chairman thought it would be an 
excellent plan to have the teoretary 
authorized to buy, at say five cents 
each, discarded school books wiiich 
would come in very useful in cases such 
aa those under consideration. 

Trustees ISIcSJicking an<i Mrsi. (irant, 
while willing toliave those cases referred 
to the sujipiy conunittee, foresaw a pos- 
sibility of youn!_'sters real izin^ cash upon 
their school books before they were 
through with them — and possibly spend- 
ing the proceeds in cigarettes. 

Mrs. Grant hoped that the committee 
would take no action without very care- 
ful investigation. It was a dangerous 
precedent, she held, for the Ijoard to buy 
books for pupils, no matter how unfor- 
tunately they v,-ere circumstanced. Pub- 
lic funds were not intended so to bo ap- 
plied, and again it was very often only 
an excuse that books coalu not be ob- 
tained. She knew of a case in point, 
where the pupil who so commanded the 
sympathy of the teachers and trustees, 
was lit the same time taking music les- 
sons and paying for them. 

The committee promised to makecare- 
ful iiu|uiry before taking action. 

His Worship Mayor Beaven by letter 
addressed the board as follows, in con- 
nection witli the recently published 
estimates of revenue and exi)enditnre 
for the current year : 

" in the estimate of expenditure for 
ISlXi, published in the Coi.o.mht of tlie 
2.Sth inst., 1 observe that the charge for 
interest and sinking fund on the educa- 
tional loan 1S!)8, amounting to .$4,402, is 
not included. I also observe in the 
estimate of receipts that tlie amount to 
be collected by the city under the head 
of revenue tax is all' appropriated as 
being applicable solely to education. 
These two items, I think, create an er- 
roneous imjiression ; I admit that the 
statemenis published by the city have 
equally an erroneous tendency. 

" The revenue tax is ainiply a per 
capita tax which the legislature' author- 
ized the city to collect and ai)])ly tn its 
revenue. It is true this was done at the 
time that the government oast a large 
portion of the costof education upon the 
city, but it is not a school tax as some 
persons suppose from seeing it always 
included in the trustees' estimate of 
receipts. If it were aschool tax it would 
be so liamed, and kept as a distinct fund 
by the city, and the cost of collecting it 
charged to the c(jst of education. 

".Vh a sjiccial tax of two millH is now 
levied on land for educational purposes, 
if it were a school tax ])roj)erty owners 
could then truthfully say that tiiey were 
l)ayin(r a dual tax in sujiport of the 
schools. 1 do not think anything should 
be done tn create an erroneous imj>ression 
of that kiiui, nor ilo I think that the cost 
of education should be understated by 
omitting the sum paid on the educa- 
tional loan. In addition to the special 
school rate the city contributes largely 
out of its jreneral revenue to the support 
of the schools, and I think the fact 
should be known and appreciated." 

Trustee Yates contended that the 
revenue tax could be considered an item 
of school revenue just as well as could 
the per capita grant from tfie govern- 
ment. There was of course the ;)oint to 
consider that the trustees having notliiiij,' 
to do with providing the re(|uired 
revenue, bad gone out of their way in 
l)reparing an estimate of revenue and in 
trimnnng the expenditure to meet the 
funds available. Of course by the 
statute there was no obligation upon the 
trustees to pre])are an estinnite of re- 
ceipts, and the latter part of His Wor- 
ship's communication might ho met by 
simply publishing no estiimite of income 
next year. 

In reply to the matter touched upon 
in the first paragraplxs of Mayor Beaven 's 
■letter Mr. Yates moved, seconded by 
Trustee McMicking, 

" That the Mayor be informed that 
the item of $4,402 for interest and sink- 
ing fund on educational loan cannot 
properly be included a.s an item in the 
estimates of expenditure for ISOti, as 
under the terms of section 34 of the 
school act it is not a sum payal)lo by the 
city treasurer by the orderof the trustee 
board, but. that the board are (|iiito will- 
ing t(j have the item jniblished in 
their annual statement as a ])art of th(! 
total cost of education to t he city of Vic- 
toria." 

The resolution was adopted, the sec- 
onder remarking that the revenue tax 
referred to was orijiinally known as the 
school tax. Objection was taken to pay- 
ment,of it under the old name . by .per- 
sons residing in districts where school' 
Jnoilities were wanting, and hence the

change of name. The resolution carried. 

0. W. Murray, secretary jpfi ihe yan- 
couver Board of School iriiftees,; en- 
closed the following copy of resolutions 
passed by that body with reference to 
desirable amendments to the school act, 
and requested to be informed of the date 
of the ))roposed joint meeting of city 
school boards to be held in Victoria prior 
to interviewing the Minister of Educa 
tion in this connection. The resolutions 
of the 3tainland board were the outcome 
of the action taken by the Victoria tru 
tees a few weeks ago, and were in brief 
as follows : 

"1. That this board endorses clauses 
1 , -',3 and 4 as contained and stated in 
your letter. 

"2. That city school boards bo em- 
powered to regalate teaching hours of 
classes in the tablet and first luimer 
divisions. 

" 3. That the city school boards have 
the power of extending the mid-summer 
holidays when they consider the same 
necessary, to the first Monday in Sep- 
tember. 

" 4. That German and Spanish bo in- 
cluded in the subjects which nniy be 
taught in the High schodls, and that 
candidates for examination be allowed 
to substitute any three languages out of 
Latin, Greek, French, German or Span- 
ish. 

" 5. That the Ontario rules governing 
the engagement of teachers be adopted 
by the city boards in British Columbia 
" b. That section 29 of the school act 
bo amended by adding after the word 
' secretary,' in the first line, the words, 
' who may be one of their number,' and 
that section 39 be amended by adding to 
the same section the words 'except as 
provided in section 29.' " 

In connection with this letter Chair- 
man Hayward exjilained that the (-om 
munioation of the Victoria board to 
which this was a reply, wag writtt;n 
I^ecember 3 last and recommended five 
things — (1) that e.Ka»idnations should 
take i)laco on the last days of each term, 
finishing on the last day; ('J) that the 
exhibitions held heretofore at the close 
of the term be abolished; (3) that the 
results of examinations bo made up by 
the teacher immediately after the end 
of the term, the results to be forwarded 
to the secretary of the school board for 
publication aa soon thereafter as possi- 
ble ; (4).that the firstday of the term after 
rontine be devoted to the reading of pro- 
motion lists, presentation of certificates, 
etc., and (5) that the teaching time in 
High schools be extended 30 minutes. 
From the letter of the Vancouver board 
he noted that that body endorsed all but 
the last suggestion. 

After discussion it was decided to re- 
fer this communication, with the pro- 
]iosals of the \'ictoria and Vaiu'ouver 
boards, to the speiaal committee on 
le^;islation for an early rei)ort, Secretary 
Williams being at the same time re- 
quested to inform the Vancouver trustees 
that the conference referred to will bo 
belli here next Tuesday at 8 :30 p.m., 
Nanaimo and Westminster also being 
invited to be present. 

To the legislative committee was also 
referred a sagisestion from the chair that 
I.eland Stanford university bo placed in 
the same position as the British and 
Canadian universities named in the 
school act whose graduates are entitled 
to appointment as teachers in this jiro- 
viiK'e without examination in other than 
|)rofi;ssional subjects. Stanford university 
had shown graceful courtesy to Victoria 
in accej)ting j)Ui)ils from here at the 
status given them by the [jrincijial of 
the Collegiate Institute, and tbou(;li 
there was at present no i^ase in point, he 
thought the return courtesy would be 
ajilireciated. 

All other business having been ex- 
hausted the board next turned their 
attention to the cutting down of the 
salary list, in committee of the whole, 
the task being to elTect a further reduc- 
tion of $2,273.10. Under this order of 
business a letter from Vice-Princiiial 
Thomas Nicholson of the Boys' Central 
school was taken into consideration, in 
which the writer stated that: 

" Inasmuch as the subject of teacher.=i' 
salaries is now under c(jiisidiu-ation by 
the board, and as 1 was removed from 
Victoria AVest to the P.oys' Central 
school last August, without just or 
'•<'ii^(Uiable cause or even without a 
bearing in the matter, and also had at 
the same time niy salary cut down, 1 
therefore respectfully beg leave to apply 
to you believing that you will do me 
tho justice either to reinstate me in my 
former position or allow me the same 
salary that I had when removed." 

The truntees remained in consultation 
upon the details of expenditure until 
o'clock, when, tho business not yet be- 
inKcoini)leted, an adjournment was tak- 
en until to-dav.

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"SOBER SECOND THOUGHT." 

There are many indications that tlie 
" sober second thought" of the people 
of the United States is having a kuIh 
tary eflect. The press of tlio country is 
not nearly so wiirlike in its tone as it 
was some two or three weeks ago. Even 
the jingoes are beginning to measure 
the strength of the nation, to estimate 
the probable cost of a war with Great 
'Britain, and to calculate, cooley, its cer- 
tain and its probable results. The San 
Francisco Argonaut, whieh is by no 
means remarkable lor its moderation, 
in its issue of tlie 27th says : 

Our willingness, not to say eagerness, 
to engage in war with England is amaz- 
ing when we contrast her navy with 
our own. She has in her entire navy 
316 vessels, while we have 81. Of these 
two fleets, she has 15S modern ships of 
war, carrying 1,12;!8 guns, while we have 
in eoriiniissioii 50 modern vessels, with 
3S2 guns. Of course in this total she 
includes her despatch boats, training 
ships and the rest; btit still England 
Mas a navy of 316 vessels, while we on a 
similiar footing have but 81. There are 
at present more British ships 
in what might be called Am- 
erican waters than there are ships in 
the United .States. The North Athmtie 
J^ritiali g<iuadron, the South Atlantic 
squadron (most of which is not far from 
the West Indies and hence tlie Gulf 
coast), the North I'aciiic British squad- 
ron, the South Pacilic iiritisli squadron 
— all these sliiDH are cruising about 
within easy reach of our coasts and 
ready for business while Congress is 
talking and the American press is breath- 
ing (lame and slaughter. 

The Argonaut is evidently amazed at 
the foolliardinesH of the citizens of the 
United Stales who, wliile their country 
is wholly unprepared for war, are ready 
wantonly to provoke, almost beyond en- 
•durance, a nation which is in a position 
to do fearful injury to their country im- 
mediately with perfect impunity. It 
continues : 

It would l)e madness in us to i)lunge 
into a conflict wliile we are at this disad- 
vantage. Before risking war we should 
have a navy at least distantly apprcjach- 
ing that of < ireat I.Sritain in number c)f 
ships and etlicieiicy, and that is imt to 
be had without tlie ex|)eiiilitin e ui a 
great de.d of money and lime. \N'e have 
the money, and if we retaiii|possesaion of 

our wits we will take the time 

If, therefore, we wish to have as many 
ships as I'hiulaiid, putting the 
estimate at iiUO vessels, and if 
we wanted all our new navy 
to be modern ships of the 
first class, the sum required would be 
!i;760,000,0d0. This, of course, is a high 
estimate. Many of tlie vessels tiiat 
swell Kngland's total are torpedo boats 
and other small craft costing m-icli less. 
Su|)pose we tnit the aiiiouiiL in two. 
For $375,000,000 we would be equijjped 
to meet the British on the seas. 

Then our neighbors are beginning to 
inquire into the merits of tlie dispute 
between Great Britain and Venezuela, 
and they are finding out that there is 
much more to be said on the British 
side than they had any idea of. One of 
the strongest presentations of tlie British 
case la from the pen of an American geo- 
gfapber. 

'Then again they are getting informa- 
tion as to the character and habits of 
the peo])le for whose sake they have ex- 
pressed their willingness to make such 
great ,'^aci ificet:, and as the truth dawns 
upon them their rashness and their folly 
appear in a very strong light. Here is 
part of what Admiral Gherardi says 
about President Clevehind'.s jiroteges : 

" These South AiiiericaiiB do not like 
us. Yon cannot deiiend iqion their 
word. Tliey have no republics there, 
as we use the term. They have no use 
for UB except to protect them." Vene- 
zuela wants a considerable quantity of 
war supplies. From what people does 
she propose to buy them? From the 
Americans? Not at all. She takes the 
money to Germany! " This," says the 
Argonaut in disgust, " caps the climax. 



The United States generously offers to 
back up with her ships, her guns and 
the bodies of her citizens, this stpialid 
greaser country in its ixjundary disputes. 
Venezuela handsomely accepts the offer 
to protect her from European aggres- 
sion, and then proceeds to buy her war 
material, not from us, but from Europe." 
If our neighbors go ou thinking and in- 
quiring a little longer, at this rate they 
will come to a sound conclusion as to 
who are, from a national point of view, 
their true friends, and wlio would be 
their staunchest aa well as their most 
powerful allies. 

OUR CANNING INDUSTRY. 

In a late number of the British Trade 
Journal thera is a very interesting and 
well written article on Salmon Cannini^ 
in Britisli Columbia, by Clive !'hillii)8- 
WoUey. The paper contains a good deal 
of valuable information on this British 
Columbia industry. Mr. Phillips- Wol- 
loy is doing British Columbians good 
service by making the British public 
acquainted with the resources and the 
industries of their Province. Very little 
is really known about British Columliia 
in England, where it is of the utmost 
importance that those who have money 
to invest, and those who are thinking of 
emigrating to one of the colonies, should 
have within their reach reliable informa- 
tion in an attractive form. This is what 
such articles as that of Mr. Phillips- 
Wolley on our salmon canning industry 
give them. They cannot fail to do 
good. We hope to see more of them. 



nr POTENT MALIGNITY. 

The Grits show their fear of Sir 
Charles Tapper by the violence of their 
abuse and the malignity of their detrac- 
tion. Every slander, no matter how old 
it is and ho\v often it has been exposed, 
is repeated with additions and exaggera- 
tions. Old iiicknanies, resuscitated for 
the occasion, are freely used, and the 
Secretary of State, who is more than a 
inatcii for the youngest and the most 
vieoroua of his opponents, is represented 
as a man in the last stages of senile im- 
becility. The Grit libellers and sland- 
erers seem to labor under the delusion 
that if they only abuse Sir Charles Tup- 
per bitterly enough and vilify hhn viru- 
lently enough he will in some mysteri- 
ous way become what they represent 
him to be. They seem to forget that 
Grit revilera of all grades of ability have 
poured all the vials of their wrath and 
contumely on the head of Sir Charles 
Tupper in vain. He stil! towers above 
them and is still aa able as ever he was 
to wield the weapons of political warfare.

CANADIAN FAILURES. 

In an article on the The Failures of 
1805, the Canadian Trade Reviewlshows 
that the percentages of assets to liabili- 
ties in the several provinces of tlie Do- 
minion were: Ontario, 73,10; Quebec, 
71.50; Nova Scotia, -18.50; New Bruns- 
wick, 61.80; British Columbia, 99.00; 
JIanitobai' 03.60 ! Prince Edward Island, 
5;!. 50. 

The Trade Review then proceeds to 
say: These jiercentages represent the 
.imounts available for jniying the credi- 
tors. At the head of the list stands 
British Columbia, whose insolvents had 
assets equal to the payment of 99 cents 
on the dollar, which suggests many hav- 
ing gone into insolvency under slight 
provocation. Nova Scotia stands at the 
foot of the list the, insolvents in that 
province having only enough assets to 
pay 48>^ cents on the dollar, which con- 
veys the reverse impression to thoae of 
British Columbia, as it seems to show 
that traders there can go on doing busi- 
ness until over one half of their liabili- 
ties are unrepresented by assets. 

The number of failures in this Pro- 
vince in proportion to the population 
seems very large. The number of 
failures in British Columbia was G(> ; in 
Manitoba, with a po[)ulation consider- 
ably larger, the niiiiiber was -jI!, and in 
Prince Edward Island, with a iiopula- 
tion about equal to thatof this I'mvinco, 
there were last year only 9 failures, and 
the gross amount of the liabilities was 
trifling, being only $40,600. 

It is certainly a matter of congratula- 
tion that assets and liabilities here so 
nearly balanced each other, but the 
large proportionate number of failures 
shows that suflicient prudence has not 
been exercised by many of thoae who go 
into business. We should say, if the 
figures are correct, and we presume they 
are, there were last year (juite a nuinbei 
of unnecessary failures in this I'roviiice. 
The average of assets in jiro- 
portion to liabilities is so high that the 
assets of many who failed must have 
exceeded their liabilities, and when a 
man in business has property enough to 
pay one hundred cents in the dollar and 
more, he can hardly be called a bank- 
rupt.

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OUTSPOKEN REPUDIATION.] 

Col. O'Brien, M.P., is not a very able 
man or a very eloquent man, butthough 
often a mistaken he is always an honest 
and an outspoken man. When in the 
House of Commons he spoke, the other 
day, about the Manitoba school ques-i 
tion, what he said was neither logical 
nor constitutional, but he no doubt! 
blurted out what many abler and more | 
politic opponents of the Government j 
thought, but kept to themselves. He 
struck the right nail on the head :ind 
was unconsciously ironical when he said i 
" tie did not want a coininission to tell 
him how to act when he was dcterniiiied 
not to act." This is the moat effective 
criticism on the demand of the Cirits for 
a commission that could be uttered. 
The great majority of them are deter- 
mined to act in the way of remedying 
the grievance of the Manitoba minority. 
Initio hide their determination and to 
keep up an ajipearance of fairness they 
demand a cunimission in order that they 
may not be called ujion to act. 

He no doubt expressed what was on 
the minds of a large jiroportion of those 
who oppose the Government on the 
school iiuestion when he said : " He had 
heard a great deal about the rights of 
minorities, but they had no rights (Ex- 
cept those that they enjoyed in CDiiimon 
with their fellow subjects. It was this 
theory about the rights of minorities 
that got them into so much trouble." 

This v/as cutting the gordian knot 
with a vengeance. The constitution 
does not stand in Col. O'Brien's way nor 
in the way of very many others who 
have made up their inindH to set at 
naught its provisions which secure to 
denominational minorities their rights 
and privileges with respect to education. 
According to them minorities were made 
to be kicked about and jumped upon, or 
at the very best to be ignored. They 
have no rights that arc to be respected. 
The diil'erence between these opponents 
of the Govern iiient and the in- 
dignant Colonel is that he is bold 
enough to give utterance to his 
outrageous views and they are too 
cowardly to say what they think and to 
give expression to the ])rincij)le on which 
they act. They, instead of pluckily de- 
claring that they are determined to act 
the part of covenant breakeia and ty- 
rants, hypocritically declare their inten- 
tion to stand up for provincial riclits, 
and hyaterically protest against " coer- 
cion." Of the two Ool. O'Brien, wlio 
openly proclaims liis contempt for the 
Constitution and his determination to 
violate its terras, is more respectable

It has been definitely decided that 
N'ictoria will form one of the cities to be 
represented in tiie new Pacific Baseball 
League. Portland, Tacoma and Seattle 
have been fixtures from the time the 
venture was first broached, and tho com- 
petition between .Spokii'-.e, Walla Walla 
and Victoria for a i)lace in the circuit 
has been ended by the league's unani- 
mous acceptance of Victoria's applica- 
tion. Great interest Is taken in the 
prospects of the league in the Sound 
cities, and much pleasure was expressed 
in tho announcement that there was a 
strong probability of Victoria putting in 
a bid for one of the franchises, as tho 
presence of the British Columbia team 
would render the peiinant race most ex- 
citing, and lend international rivalry to 
the contest.

FIFTH DAY. 
TuuBSDAV, Jan. 30, 1896. 
Mr. Booth a^ain took the chair at 2 
p.m., on motion of Hon. Mr. Turner 
seconded hy Mr. Seinlin. 

Prayers by Rev. C. M. Tate. 
, _ Mr. Rogers presented ii petition rela- 
tive to t>iu coiiatnmtion of a railway 
• from Kamloops to Barkorville. 

Mr. Sword presented the lirst report 
of the committee on railways, recom- 
mending that the quorum be reduced to 
seven. 

Mr. Kitchen introduced a bill respect- 
ing co-operative associations. Read a 
first time. 

VANCOUVER ItlJSrDKNT .lUDGK. 

Mk. Wii-LiAMS asked : What aetion, if 
any, has been taken by tlie tjoveriiinent 
to ensure tlie appointment ot a Supronie 
court ]'ud[:;e resident at Vancouver? 
Also, iloes tho jjovernniont intend to 
take any action whereljy tho Supreme 
court judge to l)e appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Sir IT. P. I'ellew Crease shall be required 
to reside at tho city of Vancouver? 

Mr. EiiEiiTs — The retirement only 
took efluct on tlio 20th inat. The matter 
will bo considered in due course. 

MISCniKVOU.S A.NI.MAI,S lUI.L. 

On motion to go into coininitteo on tho 
iiiischievons aniiiiaia bill. 

Ml!. Sk.mi.ix asked for an understand- 
ing with respect to this anil otiier bills 
brought in because of tlio consolidation 
of the statutes, because he did not wish 
to be understood as by any action on tliis 
bill supporting the revision as brought 
down. 

ITo.v. Mil. EiiKiH's suggested that if 
the acts as revised aro toibo taken u]) 
here one by one, the second reading 
shall be taken pro forma and no ameml- 
meut proposed in committee except with 
respect to matter introduced or omitted 
in tlie revision. 

The house then went into committee 
on the bill named, Mr. Kellie in the 
chair. A long and fruitless discussion 
ensued as to tlie running at largo of 
swine and stallions, and at length the 
committee rose and reported progress. 

INC'Oltl'OnATION OF SOCIETIES. 

The bouse went into committee on the 
bill respectinR the incorporation of 
benevolent and friendly Bocietiea, Mr. 
Macpherson in the chair. 

Mr. Kitchen wanted to know if the 
efiect of the provisions of this bill will 
not be to give to certain societies who 
cannot now hold property except in the 
name of trustees, the right to hold lands 
in their own name; and thus do away 
with limitations now in the statutes. 

Mr. Hunter and Dr. Walkem pro- 
tested against any such enlargement of 
the powers of roliginus societies as just 
suirgested. 

!IoN. Mit. £)!i;itT.s could not sec any- 
tlung like this ni the bill, and coiikl not 
fancy that the commissioner would take 
it upon himself thus to interfere with 
the legislation of the province. He 
could not think that the section can be 
held to ap[)ly to churches or societies of 
that nature, but simply gave to societies 
already incorporated the right to hold 
land In their own name. 

Mr. Cotton pointed out that there 
are now certain limitations upon the 
extent of the lands which some societies 
may hold, and he rather thought that 
this bill if enacted would remove tliuse 
limitations. Section u'ives jjower lor 
the establishment of religious societies. 

Mk. Hi:lmi'ki;.v gaid it seemed to liini 
that this bill might enable certain so- 
cieties to act as real estate agents witti- 
out any limits, and seemed more com- 
prehensive than the provisions of the 
present statutes. 

•Mb. Tdbnek, after further discussion, 
moved that the committee rise and re- 
port progress, to give the government 
time to examine the several bills based 
upon the consolidation commissioner's 
report, to ascertain precisely what pro- 
visions are new and the sources from 
which they have been derived. 
The committee thereupon rose. 

ruiii.ic SCHOOL bill, 
Hon. Col. Bakeu moved the second 
reading of the bill to amend the public 
school act (in the respects detailed in 
yesterday's issue). The bill would result 
in reducing the expenses of education 
borne by the province. 

Mil. ."^K^ii.tx opposed the bill as in- 
fringing in certain particulars upon the 
liberties of the peo]jle and the trustees. 

Mit. FoitsTKR diU'ered from tlio leader 
of the oppositi(jn in the mutter of his 
objection to the proposed supervision of 
the choice of school sites, but he objected 
to the proposition to increase the average 
attendance required to secure the gov- 
ernment grant. 

Dii. Walkk.m held that the bill pro- 
poses to retrench in the wrong place. 

Mb. Huff favored the bill, speaking 
from his experience as a school trustee 
for nine years. 

Mr. Kellib thought it would be better 
to make the municipalities contribute 
more largely to the coat of education 
than to cut down expenses by reducing 
the number of schools. 

Mil. ICiTc-iiEN would rather see re- 
trenchment in other (lepartments than 
in the schools. He thought, hosvever, 
that the salaries of maiiyof tliu younger 
teachers might be cut down. Heap- 
proved of the goveiiiment having some 
control over the choice oi school sites as 
projioseil. lie exriros.sed (lisapi)oint- 
meut that nothing has l)een done to 
remedy tliedefectof the bill of last year 
allowing women to he nieiubers of city 
school boards, but omitting to make 
that provision with respect to rural dis- 
tricts. 

Hon. Mr. Tubnkb pointed out that it 
is out of place to discuss the salaries 
now, as the education act does not con- 
trol them ; no member can now say that 
the estimates when they appear will not 
allow a reduction in this respect. He 
justilied tlie ainendinents jironosed in- 
creasing the minimuin attendance re- 
quired in order to entitle a school dis- 
trict to a government grant, hecausi^ the 
education expenditure of this province 
is so exceedingly large in pioi)ortion to 
that of other coinniuiiities. As to the 
election of women as tnistees in rural 
districts, the great objection urgetl 
is that a man and his wife 
being elected, on a hoard of three, Avould 
have the whole control hi their hands, 
and this dLfiaculty would have to be got 
over in some way. 

Mh. ETrN-ri:u held that the sooner re- 
trencliiiient is begun in the education 
department the better, for at the present 
late of increase the approjiriatioii asked 
will amount to all of .to.'iO.OOO in aiKjlher 
year. Ho asked wliy tiiis province 
should give, as so often stated, a better

To TUE Editor: — Thanking you for 
your past kindness, I again request that 
you will allot me a small space in your 
valuable paper to answer the letter over 
the signature " Farmer." I do not mean 
the " Farmer '* who wrote in the Times 
recently, whose words are in exact keep- 
ing with his name, and whose letter ex- 
presses the Hentiments of jier cent, of 
the farmers of the islands, but that 
farmer whoso letter aiijieared in the 
CoLO.NiH'r of the'-'lst inst. 1 think that 
this individual should have chosen any 
name rather than " I'ariner," for his 
words are assuredly not those of a man 
who bad witnessed the destruction of 
his croiis by the deer and ])heasaiits. 

In assuming tin: otlice of "Inter- 
preter" for the V.l.l'.t^cG.P.A. this 
gentleman is ])erforming a much-needed 
duty, for if the words of the men that 
compose this association have a mean- 
ing so ilillerent from what they seem to 
imply, it must be that they speak in 
riddles that it is impossible for orainary 
mortals to understand ; for instance, 
tho association recommended that 
" police be appointed in every district, 
and that they be vested with authority 
t" search persons sus])ected of illegally 
killing game, whetlnM' they heon private 
or public property." 

Xow, everyone l;iiows that no search 
warrant is needed to search a jjersoii 
thus snsiiee.teil on public property. So 
when it is recommended lliat search can 
be made on private ))roi)erty as well as 
public, I conteiul that the mean- 
ing is that a search warrant will not be 
needed on private any more than pub- 
lic property. 

A Farmer" says that in form.'r 
years much hunting was done on his 
property, and that a constable had put 
I stop to it. I wish to know what is tin; 
use of the trespass law if a cniuitable is 
to be naid a large salary to jirevent tres- 
passing. 

The '• Interpreter " says that the as- 
sociation in advising a gun license fee 
desired especially to i)ut a stoj) to boys 
handling guns and to jjrevent roughs 
•ind hoodlums swarming on private pro- 
perty. The absunlity of this is ([uite 
apparent. There is a law existing to 
prevent boys lianilliiig guns, and if there 
was not, tills wonlil be a most childish 
way to go about stopiniig it, for the boy 
that could allbrd a gun could afford the 
fee. And regarding the roughs and 
hoodlums, how this would stop them from 
swarming on private property I cannot 
see, for the veritable rough is oftimes 
worth many thousands of dollars and 
well able to ])urchasea license. Besides 
" irnier" has (old us that the police 
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some of the association to frame amend- 
ments that would be of advantage to the 
farmer, hut there were certain diflicul- 
ties in the way. I think the difficulty is 
that these generous-minded men must 
be in the minority. 

" Farmer " also says that the associa- 
tion is anxious to be on the closest pos- 
sible terms with the farmers. With 
due respect to the goiitlemau, T wish to 
say that I liave often seen leeches that 
were enjoying the closest possible friend- 
ship with cows, but I have yet to hear 
of tlie intimacy causing much fat to ac- 
cumulate on the cows. 

The fact that the game laws of British 
Columbia need some changes cannot be 
denied. The reason that mistakes aro 
made in the game laws, I think is due 
to the fact that they legislators use their

before morning the deer could go out- 
side and lie down in the fence corner 
and the farmer dare not touch them 
there. 

Then the harmless grouse need more 
protection than they have. Instead of 
changing the law so that they ,could be 
killed on the first day o£ August, they 
honld not he killed, for sate, at all for 
at least two years, for they are fast be- 
coiiiiiig extinct. I am (|uite sure that 
the Soloiis across the bridge will do 
everything in their power to do away 
with the wrongs that the farmer has to 
undergo, when they have lull knowl- 
edge of those wrongs. \V hen the report 
of the actions of the V. 1.

V. were read by the farmers of 
Salt Spring island, there went u]) 
nuirniur of disapproval, which has 
increased ever since until it has 
become nearly a shout of indignation, 
ind men plainly say that if the law is 
made any more stringent they will be 
forced, in self-protection, to j)oison the 
pheasants just as they do the jay-birds 
or crows, for they are far more destruc- 
tive.

company. Plaintiffs brought suit to 
have the judgment set aside as a fraudu- 
lent jireference. Mr. .Justice Walkem 
gave judgment for defendants, hence the 
appeal, wliicli the Full court yesterday 
dismissed with costs, Mr. Justice Mc- 
Creiglit dissenting, he being in favor of 
granting a new trial. Mr. L. Gk Mc- 
I'hiltiiw, Q.O., and Mr. E. V. Bodwell 
ai)])eare4 for the plaintiffs^ and Mr. E.

In Garesche v.Garesche.the Divisional 
court, consisting of the Chief Justice 
and Jlr. .lustico ]\IcCreight,.gavo- judg- 
ment yestenlay. 'fliis was an appeal 
from Mr. Justice Drake, to strike out 
certain allegations in jilaintitr's state- 
ment of claim as being improper and 
eniharrassinvr. The appeal was allowed, 
costs to plainliir in any event.

The appeal of Kane v. tho t'ity of

from Alicanto ends, all transport of 
commodities betwixt this tmd Elche be- 
ing done on mnlea So here" there was 
great commotion of carriers setting 
down and taking up morchandiso and 
tho way clicked with carts and mules 
and a very babel of tongues, there being 
-Moons liero as well as SptiniiU'ds, and all 
t^liouting their loudest to be the hotter 
understood of each other. These were 
the (irst Moors wo had seen, but they 
did not encourage us with groat hopes 
of more intimate acquaintance, wearing 
nothing but a kind of long, ragged shirt 
to thiir heels, with a hood for their 
lieads in place of a hat and all mighty 
foul witli grease and dirt 

Being astir betimes tho next morning, 
v,-o reached Elelio before midday, and 
hoTO we seemed to bo in another world, 
for this region is no more like Spain 
than Spain is like our own country. 
Entering tho forest, wo found ourselves 
encompassed on all sides by prodigious 
high palm trees, which hitherto wo had 
seen only singly here and there culti- 
vated as curiosities. And uohlo tree.s 
thiy are, standing 80 to 100 feet high, 
with never a brancli, but only a great 
spreading erov\-n of leaves, with strings 
of dates hanging down from their midst. 

Beneath in marsh}- places grow sugar 
canos as high sis any bagstock, and else- 
where were patches of rice, which grows 
like corn with us, bnt thrives well in 
tlio shade, ruriously watered by artificial 
streams of water. And for hedges to 
their property tliese Moors have agaves, 
with great spiky loaves wliich no man 
caii penetrate, and other strange phuits, 
whereof I will mention only ono they 
call till' (ig of Barli;iry, which is no fig 
at all, but a plant having largo, fhwhy 
leaves growing ono cait of tlio other, 
with fruit and llower sprouting out of 
the edges, and all monstrous prickly. To 
garnish and beautify this ferniidablo 
defcnsn nature had cast over all a net- 
work cjf ereejii!;;; herbs with most ex- 
traordinary Ibiwers, delightful both to 
see and smell, but why so prickly no 
man can sn.v. 

"Surely this must bo paradifse," cries 
JIoll, staying to look around her. 

And we v.-ereof the same thinking un- 
til wo came to tho town, which, as I 
have said, lies in the midst of this for- 
est, and then all our hopes and expecta- 
tions v. ere dashed to tlio ground, for wo 
lii'.d looked to find a city in keeping 
with these surronnding.s — of fairy Jial- 
aees and stately mansions. In plaeo 
wliereof was naught but ;i wilderness of 
n;ean, low, squalid houses, with me- 
andering, ill paved alleys, and all past 
everything for unsavory smells — heaps 
of refuse lying before every door, stark 
naked brats of children .screaming every- 
where and a pack of famished dogs 
snapping at our heels. 

Don Sanchez leads the way, we fol- 
'owing, with rueful looks ono at tho 
■tho'r, till wo reach tho market iilaco, 
and there he takes us into a honso of 
entertainment, v, here a dozon Moors are 
squatting on tlieir haunches in groups 
about sundry b(Avls of a smoking mess 
called eui-eussi ii, v.'liieli is a kind of 
paste with a littlo butter in it mid a 
store of siiiees. Their nninnor of eating 
it i.s simple enough. Each nnin dips lus 
hand in the pot, takes out a handful and 
dances it about till it Is fashioned into 
a ball, and then he eats it with all the 
gusto in tho v.'orld. 

For our repast we were served with a 
joint of roast mutton, and this being 
cut up M'e had to take up in our bonds 
and eat like any savages, their religion 
denying tll('^■^^ Moors anything but the 
bare nercssitics of life. A Iso their InVN' 
forbids the driid:ing of wine, which did 
most upset Jack Dawson, ho luiving for 
drink with his meat nothing but tho 
choieoof wuteraud sour milk, butwhich 
ho liked least I know not, for ho would 
touch neither, saying ho would rather 
go dry any day Ilian bo poisoned with 
such liip.ior. 

While wo v.'ore at onr meal !i good 
many Moors e;ai;o in to stare at us, ;;.s 
at a rareo sliov,', and es])eeially at Moll, 
whose l)r:L;'ir clot Ik s and loose hair ex- 
cited their enrio.^iiy. I'or their women do 
rarely go abroad, excejit thoy he old, 
and wear only long, dirty white robes, 
U4ullling the "lower piu-t of their faces. 



None of them smiled,' and it is noticca- 
ble'that those people, like our own don, 
do never laugh, taking such demonstra- 
tion tis a -signvof C'-weak' idnderstanding 
and 'foolishness, but watching ' all ' bur 
actions very intently. And presently an 
old Moor, with a white beard and more 
cleanly dressed than the rest, pushing 
the cro\7d. aside to se^ what was for- 
ward, recognized Don Sanchez, who at 
once rose to his feet, we, not to be bo- 
hind him in good manners, rising also. 

"May Babiu-?" says the old Moor, 
and repeating this phrase thrice, which 
is a sure sign of hearty welcome, he 
claps tho don's hand without shaking it 
and lays his owa Upon his. Ijreast, . the 
dou doing likewise; Then Don Sanchez,' 
introducing us as we understood by his 
gestures, tho old IMoor bends his head 
gravely, -putting his right hand first to 
his heart, next to his forehead and then 
kissing the two foremost fingers laid 
across his lips, we replying as host we 
could with a bowing and scraping. 
Those formalities concluded, the dou 
and tho old jNIoor walk aptirt, iuid wo 
squat down again to our mutton bones. 

After a lengthy discussion tho old 
Moor goes, and Bon Siuichcz, having 
paid tho reckoning, leads us out of tho 
town by miuiy crooked alleys and cross 
piissages, he speaking never a word and 
wo asking no questions, but marveling 
exceedingly what is to happen next. 
And following a wall overhung by groat 
])alms wo turn a corner and lind there 
our old Moor standing besido an opou 
door with a key in his hand. The old 
Moor gives the key into Don Sanchez's 
hand, and with a very formal salutation 
leaves u.s. 

Then, following the don through tho 
doorway, wo lind ourselves in a .spacious 
garden, but quite wild for neglect, flow- 
er and wood and fruit all mingling 
madly together, but very beautiful to 
my oyo nevertheless for tho abundance 
of color, tho richness of tho vegetables 
and tho graceful forms of the adjaceut 
palms. 

A house stood in the midst of this 
wilderness, and thither Don Sanchez 
picked his way, we at his heels still too 
amazed to s]ioak. Beside the houso was 
a well, with a littlo wall about it, and 
seating himself ou this Don Stmchez 
opens his lips for the first time. 

"My friend, Sidi ben Ahmed, has 
offered me tho use of this place as lonp 
as we chooso to stay here, " says he. 
"Go look in the hou.so and tell mo if 
you care to hvo in it for a year. ' '

THE CUBAN INSURRECTION. 

Maceo's Position Critical— Spanish Captain- 
General in Pursuit— The Royalibt 
Flan of Campaign. 

Havana, Jan. 30. — General Maximo 
Gomez is still supposoil to bo marching 
westward to the supiwrt of General 
Maceo. tioneral Marin, tho acting cap- 
tain-general, will leave this city to-mor- 
row with a largo force of cavalry for tho 
province of I'imir del Rio, where ho 
will seek to engage Gomez and Maceo. 
Tliere is a rumor hero that Maximo 
Gomez has died as a result of his illness. 
Friends of tho insurgents t)laco no ore- 
ilencein tlio riinior and there is no con- 
firmation of the rejiort. 

An ongagoniont of some importance 
has undoubtedly taken place between 
Gomez' forces and the pursuing forces of 
the Spanish troops at the plantation of 
Santii Clara. Tho ofhcial report makes 
no statement of tho result of the flgiit 
beyond asserting tho insurgent loss to be 
twenty-one killed and ninety wounded. 
The Spanish losses are not Stated. 

Maeeo's position continues to be re- 
garded here as critical, and it is consid- 
ered cortiiin that Gomez' attempt to 
march west is for the purpose of succor- 
ing him. Tho Spanish columns pursue 
Goinez closely and liarass his forces, 
compelling him to fight daily, and it is 
claimed here that they are becoming ile- 
uiorali/.ed. ( irave rejiorts arc circulated 
(.if tiomez' sickness, and this, comliined 
with tho stores which his men attempt 
to cany, is said to make their advance 
shiwer tlian it would otherwise ho. 

Gomez and Maeeo's men are far from 
lionio, most of tliom being residents of 
Santiago do Cuba province. They are 
unfamiliar with the western country, 
and they do not dare to disband and go 
ainoii); the jieople, thus making them- 
selves known as individuals. As it is, 
they are recognized wherever they go, 
which is claimed as a great advantage to 
the govemment. 

Nnw YouK, Jan. 29. — k special to the 
World from Havana says: " The plan of 
campaign adoi>tod by the commander- 
in-chief of the Spanish forces now in 
Cuba has boon divulged liy several offi- 
cers of high rank, whose iiami!S must 
be kept stcret. General Campos estjib- 
lishe<l wliat has becoine known as the 
" wall of men." Ho distrihuteil a 
large iiuiiiber of Spanish troops iu 
such a manner that they practically 
formed a solid lino from coast to coast. 
His line began in the north about five 
miles west of Havana, and o.^tcnded 
south to tho bay of Matanamo. At the 
time this plan was adopted Gomez had 
announced that he would take his com- 
mand not only into Havana province, 
bnt that he would walk into Pinar del 
Rio aud, as far as he possibly could, 
Campos determined to prevent Gomez 
from carrying out his project. Tho wall 
of men was well westward to the line 
of railroad between Havana and Ma- 
tanamo. Gomez and Maceo not only 
succeeded in crossing Campos' line, but 
ro-orossod it several times, and Gomez 
and Maceo eejjarated west of it two 
weeks ago. Maceo remained in Pinar 
del Kio province doing about as ho 
pleased, while Gomez invaded Havana 
piovinco again, and one is cneamped 
within fifteen miles of tho capital of 
Cuba. Reports were printed in the 
United States that Gomez was at tho 
gates of Havana and that it was only a 
(piestion of a few hours when he would 
enter the city. But Gomez had no in- 
tention of attacking tho city. He.openly 
declared that )iis only object is to tire 
ont the Spanish troops. 

The columns of troops commanded by 
Cols. Linares and Ak'iocoa followed Gio- 
mez' forces in thi; direction of Seborucal. 
Arriving at .Mount Trujillo, they licard 
llring between the insurgents and the 
column of Spanish troops which had 
previously left Giianajay. Gen. Aldocoa 
attacked the right Hank of tho insurgents 
in the advance toward the plantation of 
Santa Lucia. There the insurgents 
awaited ' the , trbops' with'' confidehce.

They occupied a strong position, and in 
addition they had canefields in front 
of them, while their rear was 
protecto<l h)' high ground along tho 
route to Banes. The Spanish column 
advanced iu open order, protected by 
th rec piecea of artillery. The insurgents 
made a good defence, bnt the Mauser 
rifles and artillery fire eventually cora- 
lielled tiiem to retreat. Tlie troops 
kept u]) the pursuit until dark. The 
insurgent lo.ss was numerous, and tho 
troops captured a coiiKideralile quantity 
of arms and ammunition. Tlie swamps 
of Arayos iirotecled the retreat of the in- 
surgents, and tlie S|)anish infantry were 
unable to wade through them. The 
loss of the trooj)s was small. 

Financiers in Havana are evklently 
fearful about the outcome of the revolu- 
tion, for they are shipping large ^ums oi 
silver and gold by cvorv steamer that 
leaves for N^ew York. Upmann&Co., 
who represent the Rothschilds, are tak- 
ing the lead in these shipments. It is 
understood that Upmann & Co. have in- 
formed their depositors that money is 
no longer safe in Havana. It is report- 
ed that Upmann & Co. are acting under 
orders from the Rothsclnlds, wlio have 
declined the new Siianish loan, ou the 
ground that Cuba is lost to the Jladrid 
government. 

The mayor of Havana, who was ap- 
pointed by Martinez Campos, has re- 
signed. It is tho opinion that his suc- 
cosHor in the permanent appointment 
will be Louis Cornjedo, a Conservative. 
The govoniniont has appointed numer- 
ous ofhcors to servo for mayors of towns 
in place of civil oliicers, as it is said they 
inspire more conlidonce. 

Ki:y WnsT, Fla., Jan. — Advices re- 
ceived from Havana indicate that since 
the resignatiort of Martinez Campos, the 
Spanish authorities are acting in a high- 
handed manner toward American citi- 
zens suspected of being in sympathy with 
tho insurgents. Itecently Henry Riso, 
who claims to bo a naturalized citizen of 
the United States, was arrested at 
Puerto l'rincL]ie as a political sus- 
pect. Kiso was thrown into n 
dungeon, althougli proclaiming li:s 
American citizenship. His reiiuest 
lliat Conaul-General Williams bo in- 
formed of his plight was denied, and 
when the steamer left for Ceuta, tlui 
Spanisli penal settlement in Africa, Riso 
was placed on hoard. Tho unfortunate 
man attorn pto<l to mtike a scene as he 
wont on tho vessel, but he was knocked 
down by tiie Spanish guards and hur- 
ried below decks, lliso had no 
liial, bat it is understood the au- 
thorities ordered him confined at Ceuta 
for life. Transportation to Ceuta now 
means death, as cholera is raging there. 
El Comercio is an editorial says : "Marin 
ia too tender with these Yankees. Every 
one of them at all implicated in the 
revoltuion should be summarily dealt 
with.

OXYGEN AND HYDEOGEN 

Frincipall/ Dealt Witli by Mr. Carmichacl 
in His Lecture on Cbemistry 
Last Nieht. 

Having paved the way on the occasion 
of his first lecture of the mining course, 
Mr. Herbert Carmichael, govei-nment 
analyst and assayer, last ni^dit dealt 
more particularly with the atomic theory, 
giving an explanation of the difference 
between molecules, the least ([iiantity of 
anything tlial could exist ijy itself, and 
atoms, the least of anything that can 
enter into chemical combinations. Me 
illustrated this by decomposing sugar 
into carbon and water, and went into a 
short exphtnation of how tlie polariscoi)e 
is used to test sugar. Next he decom- 
posed water by means of the electric cur- 
rent into hydrogen and oxygen, and made 
a number of extremely interesting ex- 
periments to fihow the properties of the 
two gasee. In showing now carbonic 
acid gas was given off in combustion he 
explained how the animal frame is 
practically a small furnace in which 
combustion ih always going on. The 
lecture besides being scientihc was high- 
ly jiracticiil aud the audience listened to 
the whole address with the deepest in- 
terest. The next lecture of the course 
will be given by Mr. W. A. Carlyle on 
February .'5,

AMSON'S CLOSE CALL 



He Narrowly Escapes Decapitation 
by the Wheels on an Esqui- 
mau Car. 



Only the tTiiiirrt Board Saves Hiiu 
From SiuUlen and Awful 
Death. 



A man named Atkinson was badly in- 
jured by tramcar No. 12 on the Estiui- 
malt line at a fate hour last night, and 
had it not been for the guard-board of 
the tram his head would have been sev- 
ered from the body. 

As far as conid he learned last niglit, 
the accident happened in this way: A 
few minutes before ten o'clock, as car IL' 
was close to the ]Osquimalt road switch, 
near James street, motornum iOngle- 
hardt saw a man emerge from the 
shallow of a huge stump near the track, 
rush into the road, and fall forward so 
that his head rested directly on the 
track. 

The affair was so sudden that it was 
imi>ossible to pull uji the car before it 
struck the prostrate man, throwing him 
violently to the side of the road. The 
guard board of the front wheels was 
luckily close to the rail, otherwise the 
Hanged wheels wotdd have passed over 
the man's head and he would have been 
instantly killed. 

Medical aid was at once summoned 
and tlie victim of the accident was re- 
moved to St. Joseph's hospital. 

Atkinson though not unconscious was 
very badly cut about the head, and was 
so dazed that with the exception of giv- 
ini; his name he could furnish no ac- 
count of how he happened to be on the 
track. 

It would ajipear that not the leaat 
blame attached to the niotorman. There 
was bright moonlight; the stump was 
not close enough to the track to prevent 
Atkinson from seeing the car in time to 
have avoidetl it, and the strangest part 
of it is that Atkinson seemed to sud- 
denly rush on the road from the 
shadow of the stump, and then fall 
down so that his head rested on tlie rail 
— 80 close indeed to the ear that it was 
impossible to avert the accident. It was 
ascertained at the hospital last night 
that Atkinson's injuries thougli very 
serious are not necessarily fatal. 



MRS. WOJIK DEAD. 

After a Long and Active Life Slie Passes 
Away at a Ripe Old Age. 

After a long aud useful life Mrs. Work 
passed away yesterday at the good old 
age of 87. Connected with a number of 
the best known families of Victoria, and 
a resident here for many years, the do- 
ceased was one of the best known jjer- 
sonages in this part of the province. 
She was born in Colville, Waahington, 
and married the late Hon. John Work, 
who waa chief factor of the Hudson's 
Bay Co., and from 1853 to 1861 sat as a 
member of the Council of Vancouver 
Island. Mrs. Work was of a most kimlly 
and helpful nature, and many times 
gave a hel[)iiig hand to the earlier set- 
tlers. She married ]Mr. Work in 
the early forties, ami made many 
tri[)s with him far into Alaska 
and sotith to California. Slie did a gi-cat 
ileal towards civilizing the Indians, and 
when her hushand was jilaced in charge 
of the postal Fort Simpson helped very 
materially to put a stop to the barbar- 
ous system of slavery formerly practised 
Ijy the tribes. Mrs. Work also devoted 
a great deal of time towards teaching the 
Indian women useful things, such as 
sewing and cooking. Her hus- 
band died in 1861, and ever since 
Mrs. Work has lived here. She died at 
her residence, Hillside house, old age 
being the cause of her death. Of her 
ten children John David, Mrs. Tolmie 
and .Mra. AVallace, mother of Mrs. E. li. 
Blackwood, are dead, the survivors be- 
ing Mrs. C. S. .lones, wllo lives in ICng- 
land ; Mrs. Jackson, Hillside avenue; 
Mrs. K. Finlayson, Mrs. .1. X. Cirahame, 
Mrs. \\. Muggins of Tacoina,and Mrs. E. 
(J. Prior. The funeral takes place from 
the residence to-morrow at 2 p.m. and 
from St. John's church half an hour 
later.

The Sultan was displeased with this, 
and saiil that between such friends as 
himself and the C;^ar written engage- 
ments wore superfluous."

The Lakine 
war built at Port Jhidison and made her 
lirst trip in Februarj', 1K89, with Cap- 
tain Harrison. She is IftJ.S feet long, 
38.8 feet beam, and 12 feet hold. She 
was chartered by the Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Company in September, 
1889, and was engaged in their service 
for a long time in connection with the 
steamer Michigan, which was wrecked 
near Cape Beale in January, 1893. 

NOr THE " OADZOW KOKKST." 

That the British bark Cadzow Forest 
is not ashore at Clayo(iuot Sound, as 
was supposed, is now an assured fact, for 
the steamer Maude, which arrived 
almost direct from there last night, re- 
ports not having even, heard the news. 
The Claude was at Clayoquoton Wednes- 
day and had learned notfiing whatever of 
a vessel being in distress there or else- 
where along the coast. Where the 
vessel can be is now a bigger mystery 
than ever, for it is now over a inontii 
since she put in an appearance oil' the 
Columbia and took on a pilot for 
the purpose of entering the river. 
The Cadzow is an iron bark, 1116 tons 
registC! and 1068 tons below deck. She 
was in North Pacific waters nine 
years ago commanded by Capt. J. I\L 
innes, her present skipper. Her 
last survey wag made at Belfast in De- 
cember, 1801, when she was rated A 1 
at Lloyds'. She was built by Russell it 
Co., at Cilasgow, iu 1878. Her dimeti- 
sions are: Length, 207 feet J beam, 34 
feet; depth, 21 feet.

SCHOONER "NOOTKA." WRECKED 

Besides Many Indian Canoes, in the Recent 
Storm on the West Coast. 

Damage wrought by recent storms and 
unusually higli tides was the principal 
news brought from the West Coast by 
the steamer Maude, which returned to 
port at midnight after ten days' absence. 
Over one hundred Indian canoes have, it 
was estimated, been destroyed along the 
coast during the past week, and in con- 
sequence some express the opinion that 
sealing schooners may be obliged to sail 
short of their usual complement of 
hunters. 

On .Saturday last the little Siwash 
schooner Nootka, which is well known 
here, was smashed to pieces on the rocks 
at Friendly Cove. Her anchors would 
not hold in the heav}' sea rolling, and on 
Friday night she kept a line attached to 
the Maude, whichwasalsoinshelter. The 
line, however, was detached next morn- 
ing and soon afterwards the little craft, 
drove ashore.

FORTHEK MASSACRES FEARED. 

Attention of the Porte Called to Most 
Alarming Rumors— A Presbyteri.an 
Missionary's Statement, 

Co.vsTANTTNOi'LE, Jail. 30. — Letters re- 
ceived here from the insurgents at Zei- 
toum, say that no excesses were com- 
mitted by them until they heard of the 
massacre at Blarasli, when they took 
vengeance on the Turks. 

A renewal of the massacres at .\intab, 
Aniassia and \^in is feared, and ambas- 
sadors of the powers have called the at- 
tention of the Porte to the alarming 
rumors being circulated. 

PiTTSBURQ, Jan. 30.— A letter received 
from Rev. David Methanv, D.D., the 
venerable missionary of the Reformed 
Presbyterian church, at Morsini, Asia 
Minor, brings news of his personal safe- 
ty. In his letter charges of neglect 
were jireferred against Admiral Kirk- 
land in not providing protection for Am- 
erican citizens. The letter states that 
" after destroying our outside work, the 
Turks attacked the work we were carry- 
ing on in our homes. This failing, they 
attacked mo personall)', making all 
kinds of charges and insinuations 
against nie, and denied me every right 
they possibly could. I appealed to our 
government in vain." 

At last the department of state ordered 
two cruisers to come to Jlorsini, examine 
our affairs and hear any complaints we 
wished to make. Admiral Kirkland, 
who is a bitterSenemy of missions and 
missionaries, made a cruise hut did not 
call at 'Moraini. We protested against 
this discrimination. Consul Gibson 
took up the matter with great vigor and 
sent a iirotest to Washington. The 
naval department ordered Aihuiral 
Kirkland to return from an Italian jiort 
to Morsini. The consul came from Hey- 
rout, secured a list of our coi-iplaints and 
worked with great energy, firmness and 
prudence. 

The governor of the state was ordered 
on board the crui.ser. He |)reKented a 
list of complaints against me [lersonally, 
which were proved before his face in the 
presence of the naval consul to be ut- 
terly untrue and preposterous. On the 
other hand, every claim I made was bus-, 
tained, my points were all granted.' 
The Sultan had demanded my deporta- 
tion from the country, but the grounds 
oi this demand having been proved base- 
less, the United States declined to allow 
it. Now the TJ. S. cruiser Marbleliead 
is anchored in front of our home where 
wo can signal if needed. I feel assured 
that but for its j)resencc there would 
have been another massacre in Morsini, 
and other places. No cit\' now of any 
considerable size has escaped massacre 
in the interior. 



TWO MILLION FRANCS. 

An Unknown Man Falls Dead, With a Large 
Quantity of Treasure in His Cheer- 
less Apartment. 

Paris, Jan. 30. — A short time ago an 
unknown man, ap))arently ahoutBeventy 
years old, fell in a lit while walking 
along the Boulevard des Cai>ucineB. The 
police took charge of the case as there 
was no one accompanying him or within 
sight who knew anything about the 
man. It was ascertained with some dif- 
ficulty where the stranger lodged and 
hb was taken there. Among the papers 
found on his person w-as an envelope 
whioh he • carried in an inside 
pocket bearing the iiost mark Boston, 
and enclosing a cheek for 29,000 francs. 
The place wliere the old man lived and 
to which he was taken imconscioua was 
a cheap lodging, where it was learned he 
had lived in ajiparcnt, poverty for twelve 
years. He expired soon after being 
taken to the ])laco. Search revealed ii 
quantity of French bank notes anil other 
securities in the apartment of the total 
\ alue of 2.000,000 francs. Efforts are 
being made to ascertain the name of the 
man.

GEBU&N 0BI8IS BBPORfBD. 

Dissensions Among the Ministers Over the 
Naval Needs of the Empire— Future

ministers as the outcome of dissensions 
over the naval needs of the Empire.

Dr.. von Bpettisoher 
spoke as usual in the'reicUstag yester- 
day. It is also reported that Vice-Ad- 
miral Ifollm;in, secretary of State for the 
navy, has resiglied. 

Tlie Berlin correspondent of the 
Standard says that if the latter report 
be true it may he regarded as an indica- 
tion that it has been decided to build 
several swift cruisers. 

Tiie lierlin correspondent of tho Times 
noticing these rumors says: "Where 
everything depends on one eovereign 
will, the exercise of which is notsnbjcct- 
ed. to any known laws, it is useless to 
attempt to forecast the' future." 

Halifax, Jan. 30. — It is rumored here 
that tlie duties on sugar are to he 
heavily increased. Immense (luantities- 
of sugar hav(! been taken out of bond by 
the refineries and wholesale mei-cliants 
.■within the past two days, and over $100,- 
000 in duties paid.
